| tentand war-like people, whoſe Kings are called Paracouſa's, 


and Warawtanſes : but the Native Indians inhabiting in & near 
to the preſent Settlements have only Cockawaſes, and are an 
efteminate people, and inconſiderable as to number. A 


| Perſonof Honour that has travelled amongſt them, muſters 


them up butto ſeven,or eight Nations;and of ſeveral &diffe- 
rent Languages; ſupine, and ofa ſoft Nature ; yer of good 
natural Parcs,, when to conſider their ſalvage Education,and 
the little advantages they have of Converlation : a broken 
uncultired, and unpolith't People in Government; and 
ſuch as formerly were chaſed trom the Mountains, and 
compelled to ſeek lanCtuary in ſolitary Places ; nor does 
any Nation amongſt them exceed Fifry Bowmen, as by the 
following Account. 

The Santeabs, which inhabit northward upon the rapid 
River Santee, they muſter but thirty Bowmen. And the 
lrawans upon Cooper River, formerly known by che Name 
of Wando, they conſiſt but of twenty Bowmen. Nextto 
them are the K1jawahs, that dwell upon the skirts of Aſbley 
River; they reckon themſelves but torry Bowmen. More 
ſouthward to them are the Stonoes, upon the River Stench, 
adjoyning to Ediſto; which muſter but ſixteen Bowmen.

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|  Andthoſe upon Fdjfto to ſouthward, they ſeldom or never 


exceed ten Bowmen. - Bur the Cuſſo's rothe ſourhward of 
them, and planted updn 1/hepoo (now called Colle:on River) 
are the greateſt Nation hereabout : yer they report of them- 
felves ro be, but not to exceed fifty Bowmen. Then 
there's the Helena's, and they are a Nation yer more ſouther- 
ly, that border upon the Banks of the Navigable River, S: 

And thele War- 
riers by computation are but thirty Bowmen, and no more. 
(In all) Two Hundred and Fourtcen Bowmen ; and perad- 
venture to live .One Hundred Miles diſtant from North, to 
South ; nordo they converſe, nor well underſtand the Lan- 


| $r .of one another. Nor dwell they in Towns, bur in 


gling Plantations; often removing for the berterTon- 
yeniency of Hunting, for that's their general Exerciſe , 
and a great por of their Maintenance ; and which allo ſo 
propagates their Health , that ſome of them live to ſee 
their Third, and Fourth ; nay their Fifth Generation. ' 

Yer it's improbable they ſhould ever grow numerous, 
becauſe the Women deſtoy their Bellies with the decoCtion 
of a certain -Biruminous Root, that naturally and plenti- 
tully grows every where amongſtthem ; which Root occa- 
fions Stirility. And this ancient Cuſtom, becauſe practiſed 
from Generation to Generation, is ſo rivited into the faith 
of their Females, that neither Art, nor Argument can pre» 
yail upon them to relinquiſh this Barbariry of deſtroying 
their Bellies, till arriving at the Age of twenty (even (or 
thereabouts) and then they fancy to themſelves that their 
Children (at ſuch years) . will grow moſt active, vigorous,

Bur leſt per- 
adventure this Relation ſeem tedious to any, as its poſhble 
it may to ſome, more elpecially ro a Judg- 
ments (envious in Opinion) chat would even ſubverr if pol- 
ſible the Fundamentals themlelves, and alperte the Country, 
by inſinuating their Malice into the Mouthes of Oppolers,

Greenwich in Kent , which enables them thereby ro give, be- 
ueath, alien, intitle, or diſpoſe of all, or any part of Lands, 
Goods, Chattels, and Heriditaments, when, and where, 
and to whom they pleaſe. 

Another Branch of the Government is, thar a generzl 
Liberty for people of tender Conſcience be alwayes tolera- 
ted without exception, or limitation. And the rather to 
ſtrengthen the nerve of this Toleration, the Lords Propries 
tors have confirm'd it in their Fundamentals: and where fur- 
ther Proviſion is allo made, That no man Compel another to his 
Worſhip : nor gives it encouragement that any man double 
his own Faith whereby to digeſt the Formalities of a foreign 
Profeſſion. 

Where note, all Civil and Religious Rites are granted 
without prohibition to all People, Nations, and Languages 
whatever profelſing Piety, Vertue, and the Chriſtian Reli- 

gion ;. 
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gion; to own QneGod*(or ' dupream Being) the Maker 
of Heaven, and Earth; and that Jeſus Chriſt, the eyer-living 
Con. of God, is the divine Saviour of Mankind, and the 
World. So that as the Fundamentals have cauriouity provi- 
ded for a Pious, & Chriſtian Profeſſion, they have allo made 
proviſion that no Profeſlor give another Interruption; ſo 
- that they have ballanced their Clemency as equally as they 
could, whereby to diſpence to all alike. 

And where the Form (out of an-implicit Faith) it zea- 
louſly adorared, preſuppoling it Lite ; whereby the Venera- 
cor conlolares himſelt by the Contemplation of fo dark a 
Viſion ; yer ſo great is the Charity, and Law of the Conce/- 
ſions in ſuch caſe, that the Peaceable Proteſlor of this difte- 
rent Perſwaſion, may ule it as an Argument to defend his 
Confeſſion, 1o that when to fatishe himſelf wich his ownAp- 
. probation, it matters not though probably indiſpencible 
with another man's Opinion. 

And to thele Privilidges of a pious Profeſſion, the Con- 
ceſsions theraſelves are Arguments, and Inducements ſtrong 
-- enough to encourage the modeſt, and ſober Profeſlor, whole 
Faith if it ſtand firm on the Bafis of Scripture ; or if fra- 
med by the Principles of moral Precepts;the good preſidents 
of ſuch as pra&tiſe Self-denyal; the Oracles and Inſpiration 
of the holy men of God, as the Apoſtles, the Patriarchs, and 
the Prophets, whoſe ſublime Speculation ſurmounted the 
glictering Orbs, to the beauritul ſeraphick ſociety of Angels, 
where the Divineſt dwells, who allo dwells in the Hearts 
of Believers, rodilmember and break down the Monarchy 
of Sin: which glorious Victory gives us Triumph over 
Death, and leads Captivity captive. Thee are lacred Pri- 

viliges 
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vilidges, andche Warfare of the Saints ; and ought to be the 
Conteſt of every piousProfeſlor, who has freedom to pro- 
fels as granted by the Conceſſions; but withal, that he in- 
rerrupt not another at the time of Devotion, as he bimſelf 
would not be interrupted ; which if any does, he lies liable 
ro Reproof, and the Penalties already laid down in the Con- 
ceflions. 
And this I admoniſh by way of Advice, that whoſoever 
remeditates tranſportation to Carolma : that he or ſhe if in 
the Ciry (or the Suburbs) addreſs him or her ſelf tothe 
Carolina Coffe-houſe, in Birchin-lane, London ; there they ma 
be entertained, or adviſed by ſome worthy and intclligeable 
Gentlemen, that will point out to them the illuſtrous Path 
to this ſalubrious Settlement : where the Rivers, and Ri- 
vulets, rogether with pleaſant Paſtures, and ſhady Savana's, 
moſt generouſly refreſh the Serlers. And belides the com- 
fortable iflues of Health, they may allo expect from thence 
Prolongation of Life (as by oblervation upon the Na- 
tive) becaule when to conlider the florid temperament of 
this ſouthern latitude, deſtinaced to lanity, by reaſon of an 
equality of Heat, and Cold lo contempered together ; that 
neither predominates. | 
And what if it be objected I have publiſhed a Deſcription of 
a Country whereof hitherto I have only in pefted by Relation, withs 
out occular Proof. Yet lo great 1s my Credit, and Repurati- 
on for thoſe worthy Gentlemen thatuſhred ir co me, as my 
faich confirms me that Jerwſalem's in Paleſtine, Where note, 
l recommend this Relation as the lively Emblem (and Cha- 
racer } as well as 1 can draw it of the now inhabired, and

So out of a ſerious and judicial conſideration, and reſpett to the Setler, - 
and others intending to ſettle there , the ſaid Lords Proprietors have
